^j^^^ 1- A shelf for supporting and displaying elongated products adjacent one face 
of a substantially transparent panel comprising: 

(a) a support panel having a first face lying in a substantially vertical 
plane and defining a lower edge, first and second laterally opposed end edges, and an 
upper edge; 

(b) a floor having a to d face lying in a substantially horizontal plane 
substantially normal to and intersecti ig said vertical plane above the lower edge of 
the support panel and defining the uj per edge of the support panel for a substantial 
portion of the lateral distance betweer the laterally opposed ends of the support panel; 
and 

(c) a containment wall extending upwardly fi'om the top face of said 
floor with a substantial portion thereof spaced horizontally fi-om and substantially 


parallel with the plane of said first face

of said support panel. 


2. A shelf as defined in Claim 1 wh^in said support panel displays 
advertising material on a portion of the fi-ont^^^e thereof between said lower edge and 
said upper edge. 


3. A shelf as define^in Claim 1 wherein said containment wall includes a 
plurality of sections witjr each section shaped to define a containment compartment 
for an individual prqduct. 

y4. A shelf as defined in Clain^3^herein said containment wall comprises a 


plurality of joined semi-cylindrical sections. 


1 A shelf as defined in Claimv3^herein said containment wall includes a 

2 plurality of arcuate-shaped dividers. 

1 6. A shelf as defined in Claim 1 ^merein said fioor includes a plurality of 

2 dividers formed in and/or projectmg fr<^^^ ^e t op surface thereof defining 

3 containment compartments for a pjiffality of individual products. 

1 'z^. A shelf as defined in Claim 1 wherein said containment wall includes a 

2 plurality of substantially parallel vertically aligned slots. 

1 A shelf as defined in Clainv;?^ wherein said floor includes slots joining and 

2 defining horizontal extensions of said vertically aligned slots. 

1 A shelf as defined in Claim /i wherein said vertically aligned slots extend 

2 the full vertical height of said containment wall and divide said containment wall into 

3 a plurality of substantially vertically extending fingers. 

1 10. A shelf as defined in Cl^m Ijyherein at least the upper portion of said 

2 containment wall is curved out^^dly^an a direction away fi-om the substantially 

3 vertical plane of said suppoit/^anel. 

1 A shelf as defined in Claim 1 wherein each end of said containment wall 

2 joins said support panel at a position interiorly spaced fi-om said first and second 

3 laterally opposed edges and said support panel extends upwardly fi-om the plane of the 

4 floor and outwardly from the ends of said containment wall to define support flanges 

5 having first faces coplanar with said first face of said support panel. 


1 A shelf as defined in Claim^j4 including at least one mounting slot in 

2 each said support flange. 

1 jh. K shelf as defined in Claim j4 'wherein said mounting slot defines an 

2 entrance at the lower edge of the support flange.

2 entrance at the outer edge of the support flange.

2 entrance at the edge of the support flange which joins the containment wall.
